war crimes, (S) 

3, There is no information in DO files which indicates 

- ’ that Myroslav Prokop, DPOB: 13 May 1913, Pereraysl, Western 

Ukraine, was ever involved in Nazi war crimes. Concerning his 
immigration to the U.S. and his naturalization, the only 
information available in DO files is that he immigrated in 1949 
and became a U.S. citizen in 1958. Prokop was arrested by the 
Polish police in October 1933 and spent four years in prison. 
Following his release he was sent to Germany, was arrested py 
the Germans# and spent the remainder of the war in a 
concentration camp, (S) ' 
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
